Pleas for immediate appointment of a new hospital board 
and BUKgcfltions that the present hospital board "clean house 
rcffardlcBB of pcrBonalitiea that it may hurt" were aired at a 
meeting of doctors, nurses, county commissionerB and hos- 
pital board membera in the court house Tuesday night.

'The truck was being driven 
the wrong side of the road," said the 
verdkt ot the coroner'a Jury.

The Jurors also vUIted the scene 
ot the crash, which resulted In the 
Iflth and nth traffic fatalities of 
MaitlC Valley In 1940. 

Witnesses who appeared were 
Hansen, driver of the truck; Stale 
Police Officer Ervln H. Harding, 
ho Investigated the crash, and 
William Droves, who witnessed the 
ivnl of Mr. Shcnk's body from 
wreckage after It 1 
towed Into Jerome.

Republican Drive 
Against OPA Bill 
Nearing Collapse

WASHINGTON, June 26 (/P)— A drive by Republican senators to send tha OPA exten- 
sion bill back to conference with the hoiiBc gave indications of folding up today. 

Senntors who earlier had expressed interest In the idea told reporters privately that th« 
big margin by which the house rejected a similar move made defeat almost certain. 

The house vote was 221 to 150 against returning the already-limited comproirdse legis- 
lation to committee for elimination of meat ceilings. 

Senator Wherry of Nebraska, the Republii^n whip, itlll held to hie plan to ask return of 
the bill to a conference committee, however. 

Administration leaders expressed confidence they had enough votes to defeat Wherry's 
motion and to send the bill on to the White House, it was approved 265 to 106 by tha house 
yesterday. 

OPA expires next Sunday at midnight unleas the extension measure Is enacted. 

Senator hacaa, D., Ill,, said he thought the overwhelming house vote foreshadowed a 
senate okay for the measure-even though "nobodv likes it "

About two weeks ago Mr, Tniman had to 
act quickly and drastically because, as he 
said, two men were threatening to tla up the 
country's whole economy through a railroad 
atrike, Yet now he wants b. law In which 
neither manaftcment nor labor "should be 
permitted to become too powerful," 

Mr, Truman still wants emergency powers 
jiermlttlnK him to .seize an Inrtu.-^try when 
crisis threatens and to draft workers Into tlie 
armed forces. Yet he cautions congres.-! to re- 
member. In iPRl.ilfttliiK. that labor is "noming 
ol ase" and should not be deprived of "equal- 
ity with manaRement," 

Mr. Truman tells congress that "we cannot 
attribute wor)c stoppages to any one factor 
, . . Strikes must be considered In the whole 
context of our modern society. They must be 
considered In the light of Inflationary pres- 
sures, of problems of full employment, ot 
economic security." 

At the 3a,me time, he objects to the Case 
bin because "Its range Is broad, dealing with 
a wide variety of subjects, some of which are 
wholly unrelated to the subject of settling 
or preventing atrjkes." He objects to the Case 
bill as "permanent legislation. . . And It 
plies not to a few selected and vital Indus- 
tries, but to every dl.-ipute." 

In other word.^, strikes mu.it tie considered 
In the whole context of our modern society, 
but the range must be n(irrow, and the sub- 
jects limited. ': J: 

Mr. Truman pleads fSir equality for both 
management and labor. Yet ho objects to one 
section of the Case bill because It "docs no 
more than prohibit all persons, whether 
union representatives or employes or others, 
Irom Interfering with Interstate commerce by 
robbery and extortion." 

That would seem to be equality — prohibit- 
ing the old sport of highway robbery to every- 
one, no matter who. Yet Mr. Truman wants 
the wholly unequal and unnecssary stipula- 
tion that this prohibition would not "Impair, 
diminish or In any manner affect the rights 
of bona fide labor organizations In lawfully 
carrying out the legitimate objccti thereof." 

If we were a congressman we shouldn't rel- 
ish an attempt to fill that complicated pre- 
scription. For apparently what la wanted Is 
temporary leglslatloa so strong as to cam for 
congreu all tAie hard words that Mr. Truman 
hu been called (or requesting It, and oerma- 
nent legislation so mild, that all organltcd 
workers would .iprain an ankle In their rush 
to vote the whole congress back Into office. 

Such a prescription would undoubtedly re- 
sult In a permanent state of latent economic 
chaos, with periodic eruptions calling for 
temporary seizures, drafts and denunciations. 
But, come to think ol it, we've got almost that 
situation already. So maybe. If we were a con- 
gressman, we Just wouldn't bother with any 
labor legislation whatsoever.
